Yet we do 
not learn that any of them ever shed a tear 
over the awful desolations they had produ- 
ced. We readthat Alexander once wept 
that there was not another world for him to 
curse with the ravages of war; and Napo- 
Jeon once manifested emotion at the sight 


of adog mourning over the death of his 
master.

Emancipation in the British West 
Indies-No, 4.

A third fact established by West Indian 
Emancipation is, that the Negroes are abund- 
antly capable of taking care of themselves. 

It was generally predicted that the Slaves, 
unaccustomed to any prudence or foresighit. 
would be quite unable to make any suitable 
provision for the support of their families 
or themselves, and that inconceivable pov- 
erty and suffering would be the conse- 
quence of casting them upon their own re- 
sources. It was confidently affirmed that 
the Slaves, being mere children in charac- 
ter, must perish of starvation if freed from 
the paternal authority and care of their 
masters. But all these fears are now dis- 
pelled for ever. The characteristic im- 
providence of the Slave was the necessary 
consequence of his condition, and the 
change in his condition has produced a 
corresponding change in his charucter. 

Says Rev. Mr. Cadman, a clergyman re- 
siding in the West Indies, “the change for 
the better in the dress, demeanor and wel- 
fare of the people is prodigious.” 

Mr. Gurney mentions a fact beautifully 
illustrative of the shrewd calculations and 
consequent thriftof the emancipated. ‘A 
female proprietor, whe had become embar- 
rassed, was advised to. sell off part of her 
property in small lots to suit purchasers.— 
The experiment answered her warmest ex- 
pectations. The laborers, in the neighbor- 
hood, bought up all the little freeholds with 
extreme eagerness, made their payments

‘This property is 
divided into one bundied and fifty freehold 
lots, fifty of which had been already sold 
to the emancipated laborers who had been 
driven by hard usage from their former 
homes. Some of them had built good 
cottages, others temporary huts, and oth. 
ers aguin were preparing the ground for 
building. Their gardens were cleared, or 


in process of clearing, and in many cases 
already brought into fine cultivation. Not 
a hoe, I believe, had ever been driven into 
that land before. Now a village had risen 
up with every promise of comfort and pros- 
perity, and the land was likely to produce 
avast abundance of nutritious food. The 
people settled there were all married, most- 
ly with families, andthe men employed the 
bulk of their time in working for wages on 
the neighboring estates. The chapel and 
the school were immediately at hand, and 
the religious character of the people stood 
high. Never did [ witness a scene of grent- 
erindustry or one more marked by con- 
tentment for the present or hope for the fu- 
ture.” 

The assertion has been made ten thou- 
sand times and in every conceivable form 
of language, that the Slaves -if emancipa- 
ted, would be utterly incapable of support- 
ing themselves. But these results of the 
experiment in the West Indies has demon- 
strated thatthe slaves may be employed as 
hired laborers, and that thus employed they 
can make a far better provision for their 
own wants than their masters ordinarily 
make for them. We might quote volumes 
in corroboration of this point. In almost 
every particular the condition of the slave 
has been ameliorated by emancipation. Sa- 
cred marriage has taken the place of the 
most debasing concubinage. Home : a:

The Baptist Memorial furnishes the following 
memoranda of Dr. Judson, and his deceased com- 
panions. His present wife is about 31 years of age. 
Adoniram Judson was born at Malden, Mass., 
9th August, 1788. Graduated at Brown Universi- 
ty, 1807, and at Andover Theological Seminary, 
1810. Visited England with reference to Mission- 
ary engagements, early in 1811, and in September 
of that year was accepted as a missionary, by the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions, which had been called into existence by an 
appeal written by himself, and signed by him and 
three other young men, one year before. Married 
to Miss Ann Hasseltine, of Mass., 5th February, 
1812. Ordained at Salem, Mass., the following 
day, and thence sailed for Calcutta onthe 19th of 
that month. Arrived, 18th June. 

Mr. and Mrs. Judson were baptized on a profes- 
sion of their faith in Calcutta, September, 1812.— 
Sailed for the Isle of France in December. ‘Thence 
via Madras, they reached Rangoon in July, 1813. 
The first baptism in the Burman Empire, was by 
the hands of Dr. Judson, 27th June, 1819. In the

High Charchism in England. 

The Alliance and Visiter in an editorial article 
prepared by an Episcopalian, contains several ex- 
tracts from English writers on the subject of Pu- 
seyism, as it is sometimes called. As the extracts 
were written by Churchmen, it may be well enough 
to give their views upon a question whieh is agita- 
ting the Established Church of England. The Lon- 
don Record, an Episcopal paper, says: 

“ We believe it is well nigh, if not alto er 
impossible to overrate the mischief which T'racta- 
rian and high chureh principles are doing to our 
church, and to the integrity of God’s truth. It is 
more and more making our church an organ of evil, 
and notof good; and if this is not counteracted 
by an opposition of a firmer, wider,and more suc- 
cessful c ter than any yet generally exhibited, 
what, we inquire, is likely to be the end thereof ? 
What, according to God’s dealings with his church 
——what, according to the usual course of things in 
this world? If nothing effectual is done to sto 
this plague as still manifested at home, and wi 
aggravated symptoms abroad, we cannot doubt but 
the state of our church will become ere long high- 
ly perilous.” 

Rev. Francis Close, a somewhat distinguished 
clergyman of the English Church, says : 

* The author is utterly unable to convey, either 
by his pen, or by word of mouth, his conception of 
the imminent dangers which threaten, not his own 
beloved chu ch merely, but the cause of truth at 
large. He is aware that some have wished he had 
taken a more encouraging view of the state of 
things—but he is sincerely convinced that it would 
be only flattery and delusion.

ConerecationaL Statistics.—F rom statements 
made at the Massachusetts General Association of 
Orthodox Congregational churches held in Pepper- 
ell, June 23, it appeared that in all Canada there 
are sixty Congregational churches, two-thirds of 
which are destitute of pastors. 

In Maine there are two hundred and twenty 
churches. The delegate from Maine stated that 
the great obstacles to the advancement of religion 
in the State, were radicalism in methods of reform, 
secret associations, constant political excitements, 
bad parental] discipline, and last, not least, the wide 
diffusion of a “cheap, pernicious literature.” This, 
he said, was one of the greatest hindrances to chris- 
tianity—one of Satan’s most poisonous missiles of 
moral ruin and death, 

In Michigan there are sixty-three Congregational 
churches, thirty-two ministers, and between 2000 
and 3000 communicants. About forty of these 
churches have received aid the past year from the 
Home Mission Society. 


Stafford, July 6th, 1846.

ITALY. 


Miray, June 7.—it is stated that the King of Na- 
ples, who is noted for enlightened liberality in com- 
mercial matters, is about to declare Naples and Pa- 
lermo free ports. Negotiations have been entered 
into with France fora reduction of duties on French 
wines and articles of Paris. 

The Pope departed this life on the Ist inst. His 
Holiness had been indisposed during the last week 
of May, but that on the 28th or 29th of that month 
he was deemed by his physicians perfectly recover- 
ed. His death was sudden, and may possibly give 
rise to rumors such as followed the decease suni- 
larly, of several of his predecessors. In ordinary 
times the demise of a Pope would not occasion any 
sensation in the political world, but snch is not the 
case in the present instance. Pope Gregory XVI. 
was a good, kind, benevolent man, sincere in his 
religious principles, and more tolerant than most 
others who had held the keys of St. Peter. He was 
fully aware of a coming crisis of his States; he 
foresaw, and would by concession have obviated, 
the overwhelming storm, that cannot otherwise be 
prevented bursting upon Rome at least; but he 
was overborne by the cardinals, who, to the repeat- 
ed entreaties of France and Austria, and it is said 
England refused concurrence in even the slightest 
amelioration of the civil and political condition of 
the subjects of the Holy See. The member of the 
Sacred College most likely to succeed Pope Grego- 
ry XVI. is the Cardinal Franzoni, Prefect of the 
Congregation of the Propaganda. He is, however, 
considered friendly towards the Jesuits,and will be, 
of course, fiercely opposed by France—a Pow er 
which, through its wily and talented representative 
of the Roman Court,is alleged to be playing a game 
in Italy upon which the other Governments of Eu- 


| rope, Great Britain included, would do well to keep 


aneye. Cardinal Franzoni was born at Genoa on 
the 10th of December, 1775, and is, of course, in 
the 7Ist year of his age. Cardinal Acton might 
not improbably be selected, and would in that case 
be only the second Englishman that has ever held 
the Papal dignity. 

Great agitation continues to prevail in different 
parts of this country, especially in the Papal States, 
and it is to be feared that outbreaks will take place. 

SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 

Srocxnoim, June 5.—Emigration is rapidly on 
the increase from this part of the world to the U. 
States. A vessel lately left Skien with 250 emi- 
grants, leaving 700 prepared to follow at the first 
opportunity.

In the 
last recontre, the enemy returned our fire, with 
about ten shot from 18 pound guns, four of which 
passed near us, two fell directly under our “ fore 
foot,”’ one passed between the fore and main top- 
mast, and one over the foot, others at a distance. 
The first shell which burst over the fort, ejected 
every soldier from the neighborhood, the whole of 
them taking immediately to the woods. 
our shells passed between the schooner’s masts, and 
exploded beyond her, a fragment having struck the 
bowsprit and bulwarks, tearing both considerably, 
as we have learned since the fight. One corner of 
the Custom house was knocked down; a hous: on 
the North side of the river was fired by the explo- 
sion of a shell; and a soldier at the fort on guard, 
by the bursting of another shell, exchanged his 
musket for vacancy, it having been shattered with- 
out, | believe, injuring his valuable person. Hav- 
ing driven the party from their embryo fort, we re- 
turned to our anchorage at half past three. 
[The writer then states that an ineffectual attempt 
was afterward made to cut out the gun boats. ]

The bill takes effect on the Istof December next, 
on all goods then in bond as well as all that may be 
afterward imported. Salt Fish exported after tha! 
time will be entitled to drawback for the amount 
of duty on the Foreiga Salt used in curing them, 
and no other drawback or bounty whatever. All 
goods imported may remain one year in public 
store without payment of duty. (This will proba- 
bly supersede the Warchonsing bill.) Goods un- 
derwalued by the importer more than ten per cent, 
sha}l pay twenty per cent, additional, and if under- 
valued with obvious intent to defraud may be taken 
by the Colleetor at five per cent, above the imyoice 
price and sold on account of the Government, All 
custom-house officers to be sworn. Officers of the 
Navy shall not import dutiable articles in U. 8. 
ships. Manufacturing machinery shall not be ad- 
mitted free under the clause which allows a man to 
bring in his ‘implements or tools of trade’—stop- 
ping a hole picked in the late Tariff by official col- 
lision with private roguery. The duties to be paid 
after the Ist of December are as follows :

Foreign News. 
ARRIVAL OF THE BRITANNIA. 


The Steamer Pritannia arrived at Boston on the 


ith inst. The following extracts from Willmer & 


Smith's Evropean Times comprise the most impor- 
tant items of news by this arrival. 
THE CORN BILL. 

All fears for the safety of the Corn Bill are over. 
The most critical stage—that of the Committee,has 
been passed triamphantly, and witha numerical 
strength greater than was anticipated. 

The Louse of Lords went into committee on 
the Bill last Monday. On the firstnightthe Duke | 
of Buckingham moved an amendment, the effect | 
of which, uf carried, would have entailed upon the 
country a permanent sliding scale, varying from 
four shillings to ten shillings per quarter. This is 
the important duty which Corn will have to pry 
until February 1849, when a nominal duty of a shil- 
ling per quarter is to be imposed for registry. Tie 
Duke,in proposing his amendment, did soma tame, 
hum-drum speech, which showed that he had no 
faith in its success. The result proved that he was 
right. The vete showed a clear majority of Tuir- 
ry cHREE against it. There was a large muster of 
peers on either side, and as proxies are not admissi- 
ble incommi tee, the supporters ofthe Government 
were far more numerous than previous ealeulations 
pointed at. 


COMMERCIAL. 


The weather during the last fortnight kas been 
intensely, oppressively hot—too hot to move or al- 
most to think. The thermometer, at times, has 
reache | a tropical altitude. The excessive warmth 
has been without a parallel in England during the 
last sixteen or twenty years. That afflicting visit- 
ation of Hleaven, rarely witnessed in this country, 
death by coups de soleil, has been frequent in differ- 
ent parts of the land. 

But the growing crops, notwithstanding the ex- 
cessive heat, look beautiful. There has been little 
rain, but the dews at night and morn have been fre- 
quent and refreshing, and with the glorious sun- 
shine above, are bringing forward the produce of 
the fields magnificently. The hatvest promises to 
he abundant, and, what is hardly of less conse- 
quence, early —the earliest, indeed, for years past. 

The rupture between Mexico and the United 
States has, of necessity, attracted much attention, 
and has interfered more or less, with business.— 
The fear of shipping in American bottoms has, like 
the baseless fabric of a vision, disappeared, but 
Lloyd's still cling ridiculously to their high premi- 
ums. The feeling is not confined to England. The 
Paris paper, La Presse, asserts, as a fact, that many 
American orders have been countermanded in 
France, in consequence of the rupture between the 
two republics. 

By the way, the brief but lucid despatches of 
General Taylor have attracted much adiniration.— 
His pen, like his sword, deals only in the practical. 
Merit is generally allied with modesty ; and as he 
judiciously refrained from playing the braggart on 
paper, the same self confidence, it is clear, sustains 
him in the field. 

The announcement that the Russian tariff would 
undergo an unmediate relaxation, has caused great 
interest in the commercial circle. Up to the pres- 
ent time the Russian tariff has been the most pro- 
hibitive inthe world. 

FRANCE. 

The Journal des Debats has lately published a re- 
markable article om the state of affairs between 
Mexico and the United States.
